This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
12-20 to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 12-20 have 
been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 4-1 1 are allowed primarily because the prior art of record do not teach all 
the claimed limitations in independent claims 5-7. The prior art of record including 
Akamatsu and Yu or Mori and Wolf do not explicitly teach or suggest the necessary 
combination required to meet all the claimed limitations in claims 5 and 6 including the 
limitations in claim 5 lines 5-14 and in claim 6 lines 5-13 regarding the first insulating 
and second insulating films as characterized. The prior art of record including 
Akamatsu and Yu or Mori do not explicitly teach or suggest the necessary combination 
required to meet all the claimed limitations in claim 7 including the limitations in claim 7 
lines 5-1 1 regarding the first insulating and the second insulating film as characterized.
